Authorize execution of a 36-month contract with COMMUNITY TRUCKING LLC to provide crushed rock in an
amount not to exceed $993,603, with three 12-month extension options in an amount not to exceed $331,201 per
extension option, for a total contract amount not to exceed $1,987,206.

Amount and Source of Funding

Funding in the amount of $185,752 is available in the Fiscal Year 2015-2016 Operating Budget of the Watershed
Protection Department. Funding in the amount of $119,340 is available in the Fiscal Year 2015-2016 Operating
Budget of the Public Works Department, Street & Bridge Operations. Funding in the amount of $4,769 is available in
the Fiscal Year 2015-2016 Operating Budget of the Austin Resource Recovery Department. Funding in the amount of
$3,170 is available in the Fiscal Year 2015-2016 Operating Budget of the Aviation Department. Funding in the
amount of $18,170 is avallable in the Fiscal Year 2015-2016 Operatmg Budget of the Public Works Department.
Funding for the remaining 24-months and extension options is contingent upon available funding in future budgets.

Additional Backup Information

The contract is for crushed rock for various City departments. The material is typically used on erosion control projects, as
pipe bedding for installation to reinforce concrete pipe infrastructure, and for minimizing ice/snow build-up on streets.
The material is bulky and the City has limited storage space. The rock will be delivered directly to jobsites to ensure that
rock is readily available for required repairs and maintenance.

This contract is necessary for emergency road and slope stabilization. During inclement weather road and slope
stabilization may be jeopardized creating unsafe conditions.
